Experience of Amevienn Citizens.

Mr, Warren states that ss he was procoeding
along the Boulevard Montmartre on Thursday evel-
ing, the 10th, in company with another Awmericun,
Mr. Charles R Goodwin, lie saw the police chasing
the crowd and they turned Into o sldo street, the Roe
Richellen, to ges out of the way. They had not got
far when they heard the beat of n drum. 14
was foliowed by @& rush of police agents,
and before they bad time W remonstrate or
to state who they were, they were both
struck  severnl times ani N Warren
wis knocked down. Mr, Goodwin owed his exemp-
tion from further {ll-usage and imprisonment to the
fact of his wearing the nibbon of the Leglor of
Honor, but Mr, Warren, a3 he was trying to rise to
his feet, was soized and dragged o the Matrie in the
Ruo Drouot. When hearrived there he found the
lirge court-yard full of prisoners and policemen.
After & delay of about half an hour he wid taken
to the Inspector's room axd searched fAL his papers
and money were taken from him, He had
4t the time two hupdred francsd in paper and

pout ope hundred and eljghty fraoes in gold,  After

@ name, address, and signaloment vl been taken
down, hls papers, and, a8 he supposed his noney,
were replaced in his pockets, bt ho discovered sub-
u\quumfy that his funds had not been restored. A
further examination was made of his person for
weapons, after which lie was transferred to another
room, which was crowded with prisoners of aliuost
every station (n life.  After retaainiug there half an
hour the prisovers were formed into a body num-
pering  abont  seven  huowlred, and marched,

uarded by soldiers and olicemen, to
he ernueiergerio at the other side of the river. This
was about 1 o'clock at night.  During the march the
utmost brutality wag exercised towards the pri-
gopers, and they were driven sl pushed along like
a herd of cattle. Mr. Warren was go badly bruised
and hurt that he had to be supported by two of i

ners. His shirt und clothes were covered with
from the effect of blows which had been
foflicted  upon him  in the yard
by one of the sergents de
they reached the conclorgerie
about & o'clock in the morning, he fainted
awny, and was conveyed for the night to a separate
cell, where he was attended by the surgeon of the
prigon. who administered ehloroforn and stimulants
tohim. He remained in the conciergerie with the
other prisoners untll 7 o'clock on Friday evenlng,
and they had nothing during all this time but a e
soup of the weakest kKind and gome hard bresl. As
evening approached they were informed that they
were nut to be transferred to the fort at Bloetre,
on learning which Mr. Warren  managod
to getasarap of paper aml wrote a letter to Dr.
Johnston, o1 the Boulevard Hanssmann, informing
Lim of his position. The doctor immu&imtel,\' for-
warded it ta Mr, Washburne, amd at 1280 the same
night Mr. Moore, Assistant Sccretary ¥ the Lega-
tion, went to the Prefecture and demanded his re-
jenage. “He was told that it was then too late to do
anything in he matter, but that it would be attended
to early in the mornlnf.
= Shortly after he had despatehed this note to Dr,
Johnson, Mr. Warren, with the other prisoners, were
tranaferred in the ¢loge prison carriages to the fort
st Bleetre. They were Kept stunding In one of the
casemates there, sulfering from the bheat aod thirst
congequent upon overcrowding until wearly mid-
night. The roll was then called, and the prisoners
were marched, elght at a time, accompanied by a
file of soldlers, to the luspector's room, In another
bullding where thelr named, addresses, and per-
sonal descriptions were entered in i
book. This dope, they were conveyed to a second
casemate, pnd In procesding o It each prisoner
stopped by order and picked up & bundle of straw,
which, with o blanket, was to counstitute his bed,
There they were left iu quietness for the rest of the
night, but without fooi or drink. The heat and odor
of the place were insutferable and were aggravated
by the fact that all the necessities of nature had to
pe provided for in that erowded spartment. To men
pocustomed to every luxury, a8 many of those con-
fined there wore, the safferings endured daring this
memorabie night wust hinve been a terrible ordeal,
It 18 stated shree of the prisoncts died abthe cond
eiergerie, while at Bioetre a fourth lost his senkes ani
committed sulclde,

On Saturday noon an order resched the fort direot-
ing the relense of Mr, Warren, [Ho was summoned
to the dircetors’ room, and the formality of entering
fn a book his nume, personal description, and adilress
in Parig having becn agaln gone throagh, he was told
that he would be releaged the snme evening, He was
then taken back to the casemate, where he receivod
a Mttle food, and abont 6 o'cvioek he was re-
leased and escorted to the rallway by a corporal.
Fortunately a lttle sllver suMelent to pay his fare,
which he had in one of his pockota, had cscaped or
had not tempted the cupidity of his captors, and he

t back to Paris r--‘iumul thit his adverture had
ﬁgl‘lwspeed_\r n termination. Sipce W8 return he
has been taking steps to recover thoe monay of which
he was deprived by the potlce, but | am afrald with-

THE GREAT ROBBERY.

Additionn! Particulars of the Ocean Natlonal

Barglary Yeaterday,

We print upon one of our ingide g_lunm an inte
resting account, taken from a New York paper of
esterday, of the during robbery of the Oooean

ational Bank, From the New York Journals of this
morming we glean these additional partiouniars: —

What the Bank Omicinls Sy,

This is what the ofMiclals told the reporterd  —

The hugement under the bank 18 ovoupled by Mr.
William Okell, & broker, who some tWwo Weaks ago
rented oMoy room in the rear of his oMee 1o n party
who gave the name of Chariea K, Calg, This por-
tion of the bagemont I8 innnediately nivder Lhe pres-
dent's room of the bank, and through the ¢elling of
this an opening wiit made large eénoagh to wdmit
the puassnge of 4 man, coming ont just behind the
desk usually ovoupled by the President. On Satur-
day night the bank wis closed ns usnnl by the porter,
W colored man, who slespd (o the upper part of
the bulldiog, and who visited it about one o'olock
on Humluf, when no ignd of the burglary were
nothod, Boetween 1 o'clock on Sunday and yester-
day morning the vanlt was entered. This vaut is
defended by an outer door fastened by a combion-
tion look, which was unlocked or ploked, It bearing
no miarks of injury, The Keya to the second door
hung just inside the first door, and the thieves
made nie of them. The third door was pried open
by means of o powerful sorew, the foree exerted
belng sumiclent to depress the noor under the door
perceptibly. In the Inner compartment thus
reached were two epfes, both of which woere
foreed open and their contents overhanled, One
safe contained the boxes belonging to special depo-
sitors, all of which were opened and “gone through"
in the most thorough manuer, The amount obtalnsd
from thid source is not known, but woas very large,
and will very lkely reach nearly $o00,000, One muan
states that his box contained coupon bonds, ete, to
the amount of §H0,000, all of which was taken, No
lmrﬂnn of this loss, the oMocers say, fwlls on the
ank, they not belng responsible for special depo-
gits. Only wbout 20000, mostly In ourrency aml
legal tenders belonging to the hank, togobher with
about §10,000 in checks, payable to order, which
cannot  be  used, were  taken. The thieves
averionked between §200,000 and  §300,000
in Clearing House currency  aad  other
dertificates, about  £100,000 In  gold  certit-
cates and other securitics, whioh they were ap-
parently afraid could not be negotiated. There was
in the vault some §80,000 in coln golld, one big of
which was taken oot &f the safe, but left behind,
evidently on ncoonnt of its welght. Mre, Okell had o
box in the safe with the other special deposite, which
wus opened and ransgeked, bat only a small smount
taken from it.  The oMoers, however, admitted, at a
later hour in the duy, that they were onable to state
what sum was gecured by the burglars, The connsel
thinks it 1a in the pelghborhood of §300,000; others
suy over a million dollars in convertible und uncon-
vortibie securities and currency was tuken. At fonr
o'clock the bunk wad still open; reporters were re.
fged admisglon, with the remark that “nothing new
lins been gscertuined,” L

How the Thing Was Done.

The theories of the detectives are all at varianes
and ps diversified as the hundreds of non-profes-
slonals, who yesterday made minute examination of
the entlre territory covered by the thleves in thelr
okl ulght's work, Some assert that the time con-
smned in edecting an entrance covered two or three
weeks: others assert that it was nccomplished in
less than twenty-four hours, while u few hold to the
theory that uctnal operations were commenced
after 1 o'dlock on Sanday, when the jandtor last
made an  exumination of the bank, The
detectives are equally of varlance as to
the manuer in which the robbery was execnted,
The mal]nm_y of them say that it was done
from below, and there 18 no evidence to ghiow
that any parties operated from above, while others,
fully conversant with the Jobs of burglurs, emphati-
onll pssert that there are certain marks that posi-
tively indicate that the entrance was effected from
both sides of the fnoor.  Discarding all theories and
specnlations. It 18 shle 10 say that there are certain
cireumatances to sustain the hypothesis that the
robbery was Plulmml and executed with the Know-
ledge or connivance of some person or persons fully
conversant with the habits of the employes of the
institntion, and with a full knowledge of the location
of the vanlts and safes, the mysterions combinn-
tlons of the locks, and the contents of the vanlts and
cafes.  This theory I8 confirmed by the following
cirgumstances :—
| First. The outer door of the vanlta shows no evi-
dence of Imvlntz been operated upon by the asuul in-
struments cmployed by burglars, while o close ¢x-
amingtion developed the fact that it was opened by
f person familar with the comiination (Corvet's
patent) #nd the habits of the bank oMclals

Saecond. The second dpor of the vaults bears no
evidence of violence. The cmployes of the bank
assert that the kevs of this door were left and fonnd
nanging on a nall insido of the outer door, and thnt
the aecond door was opéned with these keys, They
do not state whether 1t Is thelr hablt to leave the
Keys 50 exposed, but they may have been placed
there by design by some persen having access o
them.

Third, A minute exnmination of the hole out
through the Noor hows that the greater portion of
the work was executed from below, The splinters
in the flooring are on the upper side, and below these
15 u clean cat, To effect an entrance to the bank,
however, It was necessary to remove a beam about
four Inches thick by fourteen inches in width. This
beam stood on dis width, and the burglars were
foreed to bore through 12 entire breadth to strike
the foor above. 1n it 81¢ numerous asoger marks,
made from below. A close examination shows that
after severnl of these holes hwd been made about
two-thirds of the way through, nails were struck.
The beam further shows that holes were bored from
above to meet the holes bored from bélow—thus
making a4 connection in the middle were the nalls
are located,

Fourth, Immediately over the apertnre in the
floor i8 a Brussels carpet closely attached to the
foor, This carpet had been cut on two sides of a
gquare, immediately over and on a line with the
mwarks of the auger. A minute survey of the carpet
shows no lndentations by the aunger, which would be
visible were the work accomplished entirely from
below, "

Thete are briedy the reasons why experts insist
that the burglary wes accomplished efther by the
connivance of one or more of the bank oMolals or
¢lerks, or by o confederate of the burgiurs, who hiad
got posgession of the Key to® the combination lock
und secreted himself in the bank when it was closed

on saturday.
The Tools Used

were of the most approved pattern, and would glud.
den the eyes of less experienced burglard, About
noon they were tiken to tha Central Pollce Onfloe
and deposited in the room of Chief Kelso, who on
hearing of the robbery detalled two of his sharpest
detectives, Elder and Vanghn, to visit the hank and
muke an examination. Late tn the afternoon, so
soon a8 he could be sparad, he followed them and
made o personil examination of the scene of the
robbery, The detectives of the Central oMlce have
not  divaiged thelr jodividual tsheories, bt
one or two who made a close eximination
of the fooring, beam, and (nstraments foand
there, are emphatic in thelr declar‘ations that the
aperture was made from above s well a8 rom
below. The tools which the “machinists" loft bahind
after securing thelr golden spolls, and which are
now on exhibition (o Mr, Kelso's roomn, include an
immense jnckscrew, valued at fully §200; o saaller
Juekserew, ten sawse, & nomber of wedgod, several
copper sledges, to deaden the sound; & varloty of
drille, dark lanterns, fuse, glaged covers, 1o hang
over Windows and exclude the light; two improved
